Oct. 11 Designated 
In Stormy Session 


Sierra Madre's Chamber of Commerce Monday night went on 
record as unanimously favoring the building of a new swimming 
pool in Sierra Madre. 

At the Board of Directors meeting, the 15 directors laid plans 
for conducting an active educational campaign for the pool be¬ 
tween now and Oct. 18 when 
the proposed pool and method 
of financing it is voted upon. 

Chamber President A1 Mor¬ 
gan said his organization is 
planning an essay contest 
among students of the three 
Sierra Madre schools. Writing 
on the subject, “Why Sierra 
Madre Needs a New Pool,” con¬ 
testants will vie for several 
awards. 

At the Tuesday night meet¬ 
ing of the City Council, two 
ordinances, defining the vot¬ 
ing issues on Oct. 18 and des¬ 
ignating ball o t i n g precincts, 
were given their first reading. 

One ordinance states that the 
following proposition will be 
on the ballot: 

That a yearly tax rate of 10 
cents per $100 assessed valu¬ 
ation be set for the mainten¬ 
ance of recreational facilities. 

The second ordinance stipu¬ 
lates that this proposal be 
placed on the ballot: 

That for three years a maxi¬ 
mum of 25 cents be establish¬ 
ed on the tax rate to pay for 
construction of a new swim¬ 
ming pool. The limit of this 
proposition would be for three

CITIZEN DENOUNCES 
NEAR-BY STABLING 
AS HEALTH MENACE 


Emergency 
Polio Funds 
Call Issued 


A. G. Hirschman, 238 Man- 
zanita avenue, Tuesday night 
denounced the city’s allowing 
horses to be stabled in a R-l 
residential district, and pointed 
out the resulting serious health 
menace from flies. 

In a letter which the City 
Council read at its Tuesday 
meeting, Hirschman complain¬ 
ed that four or five horses are 
stabled approximately 40 feet 
from his property line, and the 
flies make it impossible for 
him or his family to sit out on 
the porch. 

He called the attention of the 
Council to the critical danger 
to health flies cause, and ask¬ 
ed that they enforce the exist¬ 
ing city ordinance which pro¬ 
hibits stabling of horses in a 
residential zone. 

Also in the letter was an ap¬ 
peal for the city to oil Man- 
zanita between Lima and Her- 
mosa. The Council moved to 
dedicate the street so that oil¬ 
ing treatment to prevent dust 
might be undertaken.

A public hearing this week was set for October 11 on the pro¬ 
posal that 200 acres of the Upper Hastings Ranch be annexed to 
Sierra Madre. 

This hearing was set by the City Council at a stormy m ee ting 
Tuesday evening. 

The question was raised as to whether or not the Council 
chambers would be sufficiently large to hold the number of 
proponents and opponents of the proposal. 

Mayor Milton Steinberger said that if there was a sufficient 
overflow crowd at the meeting, the session would be moved 
up to the school building. 

It seemed unlikely, however, 
that such a possibility would 
be necessary inasmuch as out 
of 26 persons present at the 
Tuesday meeting only half a 
dozen got up to speak either 
in favor or against the proposal 
under which a portion of the 
Upper Hastings would be de¬ 
veloped. 

Attorney Noren Eaton was the 
first to query the City Council 
on the resolution which called 
for the public hearing after the 
formal petition for annexation 
from the Junior Realty Com¬ 
pany was read. 

“Does the letter state that it 
(this firm) is the owner of the 
property as of that date?” Eat¬ 
on asked. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn 
pointed out that it was pre¬ 
sumed, until shown otherwise, 
that the petitioner was the 
legal owner. Eaton admitted 
that his question was a tech¬ 
nical one based on whether or 
not the sale of the property 
was “in escrow or not as of 
that date.” 

Mrs.. May de Wright, a mem¬ 
ber of the city Planning Com¬ 
mission and one of the city's 
leading proponents of big 
houses and big lots or nothing, 
asked, "Can the Council annex 
this property and take in this 
'slum' area without public ex¬ 
pression?" 

(Although there has been no 
designation as to the size of 
the houses to be built in the 
proposed subdivision, Mrs. de 
Wright continued to refer to 
them as “slum” houses.) 

Cornyn pointed out that the 
purpose of the public hearing 
was to give the public a chance 
to express itself. 

Although the city attorney 
said that the resolution was 
worded as it was because of 
legal requirements. Attorney 
Eaton made a particular point 
of the fact that it called for 
an expression of "opposition" 
from the owners of the tract. 


An emergency call for dona¬ 
tions to combat the "worst in¬ 
fantile paralysis epidemic in 
our nation’s history” was 
brought to the attention of the 
Sierra Madre Civic Club this 
week.

Elsewhere in the United States, 
money to fight this dread dis¬ 
ease also is being exhausted. 

Donations should be turned 
in at any post office, an offi¬ 
cer of the Civic Club stated.

Richard Jefferson Said I, father of the 6-year-old child who 
drowned last Wednesday in the Canyon Pool, praised Lifeguard 
Warren Peterson for his rescue attempts, and said he was certain 
every possible precaution had been taken to prevent the tragedy. 

Making a personal visit to Peterson's home Saturday, Said indi¬ 
cated that he was convinced 
the drowning was not a result 
of negligence on the part of 
Canyon Pool personnel. 

Dan Rauscher reported that 
although there were 110 paid 
admissions in the pool that 
afternoon—a better than aver¬ 
age attendance—the crowd 
was “segregated”—that is, there 
were only 25 or 30 persons in 
the pool at any given time. 

“For that reason, it was not 
necessary to summon an extra 
lifeguard,” Rauscher said. 

The pool normally hires 
Rauscher as manager, and War¬ 
ren Peterson as a lifeguard. 

Rauscher said he usually stays 
in the office, handling book¬ 
keeping duties, while Peterson 
sits on the Lifeguard stand, 
supervising swimmers. 

Richard Said II, 1137 N. 

Cummings street, Los Angeles, 
was drowned last Wednesday 
afternoon after he jumped feet- 
first from the 8-foot diving 
platform. Unable to swim, the 
child never regained the water's 
surface. 

The boy’s father, Richard 
Said I, explained that he and 
his son had been changing in¬ 
to their trunks in the bath¬ 
house. The 6-year-old finished 
dressing first and left the bath¬ 
house after promising he would 
sit on the edge of the pool 
until his father came out. 

When Said stepped out of 
the bathhouse, he was just in 
time to see the body of his son 
being pulled from the bottom

Masonic Leader 
Discusses U. S. 
Constitution 

At a stated meeting of the 
Sierra Madre Lodge 408, F. and 
A. M„ last Tues evening, the 
principal feature was the ad¬ 
dress given by Thomas R. 
Meader, P.M. An English-born 
citizen, he talked on the Con¬ 
stitution of the United States. 

His speech was most com¬

He went on to 
point out in answer to a ques¬ 
tion from A. L. Harris, a big 
subdivider himself who lives 
at Fairview and Michillinda 
avenues across from the pro¬ 
posed tract site, that under the 
Municipal Corporations Act the 
city could take action on the 
annexation without a vote of 
the people. 

“You have chosen, by elec¬ 
tion, this Council to act for 
you,” he said. 

When Harris maligned the 
Council as “not one of my 
choosing,” Barter walked out 
of the meeting. Councilman 
William Kinney, a short time 
later, followed him. 

Mrs. Edith Vane, who had 
asked that the public hearing 
be held at the school house, 
wanted to know "If we would 
have to have an injunction 
ready" by October 11? She also 
mentioned the fact that "re¬ 
call" had been in the air be¬ 
fore. 

Mark Dailey, a ccouncilmanic 
candidate in 19 4 8, declared 
that he didn't agree with Mrs. 
de Wright that this develop¬ 
ment was destined to be a 
"slum" area. 

“But I think the people 
should express themselves at 
the polls,” he said. 

Cornyn said that such was 
entirely possible.

."I really think that this an¬ 
nexation is the best thing 
that has been before the city 
for a long time.

munity fly abatement drive. 

According to the San Marino 
Tribune, civic groups of that 
city have compiled figures 
showing that homes can be 
completely sprayed with a 
modern fly-killing emulsion at 
a cost of $2. 

This figure assumes that 
each family purchase^ an in¬ 
dividual fly spray gun—an ex¬ 
penditure that might or might 
not be necessary. 

The $2 charge, it was said, 
would include spraying kitch¬ 
ens, service porches, patios, ga¬ 
rages, garbage receptacles, rab¬ 
bit or poultry yards, and would 
insure fly elimination for a 
minimum of six months. 

A fly-abatement committee 
has been appointed in San Ma¬ 
rino, with representatives from 
nearly all community organi¬ 
zations having a voice and a 
part in the campaign. 

As the annual polio death 
toll mounts—some doctors say 
polio may be communicated by 
flies—is Sierra Madre going to 
take definite steps toward the 
riddance of these fifthy germ- 
carriers?

The lifeguard stand is direct¬ 
ly opposite the high-dive plat¬ 
form. 

Peterson estimates he swam 
25 feet before reaching the 
child, lying below and to the 
side of the platform—approxi¬ 
mately five feet from the west 
wall of the pool in five feet of 
water. 

Artificial respiration, adren¬ 
alin pumped directly into the 
child’s heart, and treatment 
from the Fire Department re- 
suscitator failed to bring forth 
even the slightest flicker of 
life, and the boy was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 3:58 p. m. by 
Sierra Madre doctors P. R. 
Woodworth and M. H. A. Peter¬ 
son. 

The body was taken to Grant 
Chapel where an autopsy was 
performed Thursday afternoon. 
Dr. Richard Myers, Los Angel¬ 
es County Coroner’s office, stat¬ 
ed at that time that death was 
accidental due to drowning. 

Also on Thursday, Dr. K. H. 
Sutherland, assistant County 
health officer, and sanitation 
inspector, inspected the water 
in the Canyon Pool. 

He reported that the pool 
water had a slightly “milky 
cast—that is, cloudy and was 
definitely lucid,” but that it 
was possible to see leaves on 
the bottom of the pool. 

However, two months ago, 
Dr. Roy Gilbert, County Health 
Officer, received a report from 
department inspectors stating 
in effect that: 

Because the pool has no fil¬ 
tering system and because of 
inadequacies which result from 
the inability to change water 
often enough, within a few 
days, the pool becomes cloudy, 
making it diff i c u 11 for life¬ 
guards and others to see ob¬ 
jects lying on the bottom of the 
pool. 

This information was trans¬ 
mitted to Sierra Madre City of¬ 
ficials. |
